pHE second visit. to Australasia of a British football team, under 
the control of the Northern Rugby Union, marks another 
stage in the wonderful progress made by our adherents in the 
Colonies... When in 1910, the .New South Wales League sent 
the invitation for the first tour, many thought the Colonial 


officials were taking great risks in giving financial guarantees for an* 


enterprise then in its infancy, and even in unomcia? circles-in England, 
the optimistic reports from Sydney were regarded with suspicion. 
That the New South Wales League thoroughly realised the glorious 
possibilities of the new code is now, of course, a matter of history, 
and the invitation accepted for 1914, was originally given for 1913. 
The Colonial League know the extent of their resources, and their 
guarantee, most satisfactory in 1910, is even more generous for 1914. 


« THE POPULAR LEAGUE. 

Although only three season$ have gone since the last trip, the 
visitors to New South Wales willl find many changes.- In 1910, the 
Rugby Union gam was a serious rival attraction, but the brilliance of 
the tourists captivated the sporting public to such an extent that now 
in 1914. the League game stands practically without opposition, and 
financial returns, which kave improved each successive season, are 
expected to shew more than a corresponding increase for 1914. 


SPACIOUS ENCLOSURES. 

Club football in New South Wales is under the control of the 
League authorities, and with a view to future progress the officials have 
shewn commendable enterprise in securing all the big enclosures for 
the representative games. The League has a call upon grounds, 
which from the playing and public point of view are the most spacious 
and convenient in the world. £2,000 “gates’’ for representative 
matches are looked upon as the rule and not the exception, and though 
English Northern Union returns in this respect have all been exceeded 
in Sydney, the coming season is confidently expected to provide more 
record figures. 


PLAYING ABILITY. 
In regard to football ability, I hear from a reliable correspondent 
in Sydney, that substantial progress has also been made since 1910. 
The importation of leading Colonial players by English clubs, had 
apparently little adverse effect in the development of promising junior
